R othschilds,

from acute 
bronchitis aggravated by gout. 
The 
em inent financier had been striking 
slowly for m any days, b u t th ere was 
no apprehension th a t death w as Im ­ 
m inent. 
He first took to his bed tw o 
w eeks ago. 
Several rallies gave prom ­ 
ise of his recovery. 
Tw o days ago the 
baron began to fall rapidly and his 
condition assum ed a disquieting form . 
A lthough he kept up an anim ated con­ 
versation w ith m em bers of his fam ily 
and old servants, the p atien t becam e 
very weak, and T hursday nig h t e n ­ 
tered a com atose 
sta te 
and passed 
aw ay 
peacefully 
surrounded by 
his 
fam ily. 
The announcem ent 
of 
the 
baron's death caused w idespread re ­ 
gret, for besides his position In the 
financial world, B aron A lphonse was 
know n for his lavish charities, one of 
his latest gifts being 12,000,000 for the 
erection of a w orkingm en's home. 
T he new s of th e baron's death caused 
a deep Im pression am ong the A nanda! 
world. 
It is said his death will p rob­ 
ably m om entarily Influence the e x te n ­ 
sive lnterf sta s In w hich the house is 
concerned, hut th a t It will not have a 
lastin g effect on m arkets.

Calls upon a number present were 
made for a discussion of the subject 
and responses were made by Prof. J. 
H. Allen, Prof. T. S. Minter, Chair­ 
man Mclnnis, Dr. David F. H< us- 
ton, Prof. R. O. Allen and VV. P. 
Connelly. The discussion took the 
range of ail the advantages of secur­ 
ing the school to tile town aud coun­ 
ty -m o ra l, intellectual, social and 
financial, and especially in attract­ 
ing the most desirable hoineseekers. 
It was shown that every one hun­ 
dred pupils attending such a school 
would mean S5o0o per m onth spent 
iu the town, and that those who con­ 
tribute to the enterprise will be re­
